Most of us 
grew. up in that economy, and the fact 


that our economy has made a change 


rapidly enough to maintain lift, 


the airplane must develop power 


or thrust. Opposing the power of. 
thrust is the power of drag. Drag 
is the natural resistance of the air 
to the airplane. In normal level 
flight of constant airspeed, lift 
exactly balances gravity and 
thrust balances drag. 

These four forces involved in. 
flight, lift, weight, thrust and drag 
are controlled by the pilot sò as tq. 
make the plane climb, glide, ac- 
celerate and decelerate, 

Briefly, that is the theory of 
flight. It is immediately obvious 
that “drag”? is the ever-present 
demon that perplexes, annoys and 
harasses the aeronautical world. 
Designers, engineers and research 
men constantly are attempting to- 
reduce the amount of drag. Each 
bit of drag that can be eliminated 
adds that much to the over-all. per- 
formance of an airplane. 

Extensive research, utilizing 
wind tunnels, sailplanes and mo- 
tor-powered planes, is being con- 
ducted constantly in the effort to 
determine causes of drag and to 
eliminate those causes. 

At Mississippi State College at 
Starkville the Engineering Re- 
search Station, through a sailplane 
project, is conducting highly im- 
portant research work in aerodyn- 
amics. The little known but high- 
ly significant work.of Mississippi 
State’s Aerophysics Department 
will be discussed in the second ar- 
ticle of the “Mississipp! Aviation 
Series.”
